They realize that there 
ii a parsimony which is waste, but none 
the less will they scrutinize and condemn 
any appropriation of the public money for 
any but the most legitimate purposes.

will be my highest privilege to co-operate 
with you in all efforts to meet the reason­ 
able anticipations of the people in this b e ' 
half. 
EDUCATION. 
The reports of the State Superintendent 
and of the Boards of Regents of the Uni­ 
versity and Normal schools will place be 
tore you all needful statistics relative to 
this im portant branch of State polity. You 
Iwili give the recuem endations they make 
such consideration as their importance de­ 
mands. 
The gre .i ^ost and diversity of 
the textbooks u-cd in our common schools 
are believed by many to be serious evils, 
and tall with peculiar severity upon that 
class of citizens least able to bear them. 
Coming directly from the people, and rep 
resenting as you do all sections of the State, 
I doubt not you will be able, by a compari­ 
son of views, to perfect measures which 
will remove all just grounds of com­ 
plaint. 
The proper education of the children 
and youth of our State is among the most 
Important duties of society. The State has 
undertaken this duty only in part and 
should therefore cheerfully recognize the 
efficient assistance rendered in this work 
by the many private schools, and the ex­ 
c e lle n t academies, colleges and universities 
which receive no direct assistance from the 
State.

The reports of the W arden aud Directors 
are full and explicit upon all points of in­ 
terest connected with the management of 
that institution. A contract has been made 
for the leasing of the labor of the prison­ 
ers, from which desirable results are confi­ 
dently anticipated. 
For the first time in the history of that 
institution no appropriations are requested. 
I urge that the recommendations embodied 
In the Directors’ report may receive your 
favorable consideration, particularly those 
re terr ing to the representation ct Wiscon­ 
sin in the International Prison Congress, at 
Stockholm, lo August next, and the furnish­ 
ing of transportation to discharged pris­ 
oners. 
I also call your attention lo ihe re­ 
quest of the Warden for relief rn the m it­ 
ier of the loss occisiooedby the failure of 
the Corn Exchange Bank of W aupun, and 
the unexpected decision of the United 
States Circuit Court in relation thereto. 
Some legislation, more accurately defining 
the W arden’s liabilities,and his relation to 
the public properly aud lunds in his poses* 
bion, is imperatively demanded. 
I commend to your earnest consideration 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 
The Industrial School for Boys, at W au­ 
kesha, continues to meet all reasonable an­ 
ticipations. Tile whole number there, dur 
mg the year, was 474, and the num ber r 
mal Ding September 30,1877,364. 
The f 
erage number for the year was 341. i n j 
expenditures for the year amount to $46,- 
321.31, including $399 34 for perm anent 
improvements. 
An appropriation of $39,- 
000.00 is requested for the current year. 


BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 
The expenditures of the Institution tor 
the Education of the Blind have been $19, 
685.89, exclusive of the amount expended 
for building purposes, which was $64,- 
353.56. 
The number of pupils in atten ­ 
dance during tho year was 91, of whom 70 
were present Septem ber30, 1877. 
At the Institute for thel5eaf and Dumb, 
the expenditures for current 
expenses 
have been $31,426.25, the whole num ber of 
pupils in attendance during the year 180, 
of whom 141 were present at the close of 
the fiscal year. 
The average attendance 
was 153. 
The report of the Trustees of the Wis 
conain Hospital for the Insane, near Madi 
son, shows that there ha3 been expended 
$94,823.04 in the maintenance of 488 pa­ 
tients, and that it closed the year with 382 
persons under treatment. 
The average 
num ber under treatm ent was 370. 
The report of the trustees of the North 
em Hospital for the Insane shows that 704 
patients have been cared for at a cost of 
$122,559.12, and the num ber under treat­ 
ment at the close of the year was 537. 
The reports of these several benevolent 
institutions will be laid before you at an 
early day. 
The suggestions and recom­ 
mendations contained in them are evidently 
the result of much deliberation, and I 
doubt not will receive tile consideration 
their importance demands. 


CHRONIC INSANE. 
It is questionable that the condition of 
the chronic insane lo jails and poor-houses 
is, in very many instances, a reproach and 
disgrace to our civilization. It remains for 
you to determine what, if anything, shall 
be done lor their care and maintenance. 
Certainly the present hospital buildings 
should be utilized to their utmost capacity. 
All questions of local or personal pride or 
jealousy should be ignored, a n d only the 
interests of the blate as a whole and the 
necessities of the unfortunate people for 
whoso benefit these buildings were con­ 
structed should determine and direct your 
action. 
If it shall appear that the present 
buildings can not be made to accommodate 
all who need care, I trust you will not hes­ 
itate to make suitable provision for the 
erection of such plan, substantial and com­ 
fortable buildings as may be required for 
that purpose. 


STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND REFORM. 
The gentlemen comprising the State 
Board of Charities aud Reform have de­ 
voted 
very considerable time—some of 
them, for a series of years—to a careful 
study of the various perplexing questions 
connected with the subjects intrusted to 
their supervision, and in the consideration 
of the matter of providing fcn* the chronic 
insane, as well as all other subjects con­ 
nected with the administration of the sev­ 
eral penal and charitable institutions, you 
will doubtless derive very material assis­ 
tance from their forthcoming instructive 
report. 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
It cannot have escaped your notice, as 
citizens of Wisconsin, that the members of 
the State Board of Health have been active 
during the past year in the discharge of 
their appropriate duties, thereby approv­ 
ing themselves public benefactors. 
I am 
advised that the report of this Board, 
among other things, will recommend legis­ 
lation looking to more complete returns of 
vital statistics and to the publication ol a 
larger edition of its annual reports. 
Con­ 
curring ia these recommendations, I so­ 
licit for them your favorable consideration. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


The geological survey of the State has 
been prosecuted with very satisfactory re­ 
sults during the year. Tne second volume 
of the final reports has been published, and 
reflects great credit upon ail engaged in its 
production, from the explorer la the field 
to the engravers and printers from whose 
hands the book aad accompanying atlas of 
maps have been received. 
In 
August 
last, 
Professor 
Moses 
Strong, 
assistant 
geologist, 
was 
accidentally drowned in the Wisconsin riv ­ 
er while in the prosecution of his official 
duties. 
His d e a n was n it alone a sad af. 
faction to his family 
and 
immediate 
friends, but a great loss to the state. 
It 
would be in accordance with the precedents 
in similar cases, and a proper public recog­ 
nition of his services, for the legislature to 
provide for the payment of his salary to his 
family, from the time of his death to the 
end of the year for which he had been ap 
pointed. 


FISH CULTURE. 


The fourth annual repojt of the Com 
missionera of Fisheries abounds iD interest ­ 
ing information relative to ttiis branch of 
useful industry. 
W ith very moderate ex­ 
penditures the commission is stocking our 
lakes and rivers with different varieties of 
Asb, and we may reasonably anticipate 
ample returns In due time. 
The Comnls- 
feionersask for an appropriation of $8,000, 
to enable them to carry on their work to 
September 30, 1879. 


JUDICIAL CIRCUITS. 


The report of the commissioners appointed 
to investigate as to the relative amount of 
labor required ot the several circuit judges, 
and to ascertain what changes, lf any, are 
desirable In the formation of the several 
judicial circuits, will be made directly to 
the legislature. 
It ctnnot be expected, 
therefore, that I should review or crltcize 
the work of thi3 commission. 
I assume 
that. its members have performed their lab­ 
or with conscientious thoroughness. 
I es­ 
teem the reports of all similar commissions 
as great aids to judicious 
eglslation, aDd 
do not doubt that this report will ^receive 
proper consideration. 
REVISION OF STATUTES. 
The completed labors of 
the learned 
gentleman appointed to revise our statutes 
will be presented to you at an early day. 
The eminent ability of these gentlemen, 
and the zeal and thoroughness with which 
they have devoted themselves to the work 
render it quite certain that the revision, as 
it comes from their hands, will be as uear 
ly perfect as possible lo. such work to be. 
I therefore trust that all propositions to 
modify aud change it will be carefully 
scrutinized aud adopted only atter the 
most mature consideration.

INSURANCE SUPERVISION. 
The Secretary ol State calls attention 
to the extent and variety of the duties re­ 
quired of that officer, and it is quite mani­ 
fest that the time has arrived when the 
public good requires that he should be in 
some manner relit ved. 
\ anotia manners 
have been suggested for affecting this re* 
suit; among them a constitutional amend­ 
ment creating the office of Auditor of Pub­ 
lic Accounts. I am constrained to doubt 
the expediency of thus changing the con 
stitution. In my judgment, changes in 
our fundamental law should be made only 
in cases of extreme necessity, and a multi­ 
plication of officers should be studiously 
ay Olde i as long as possible. I, therefore, 
recommend that the duties of Commission­ 
er of Insurance be transferred from the 
Secretary of State to the Railroad Com 
missioncr. I sec no reason why the last, 
named officer in*y not have ampjc time to 
attend to them without in the least neg­ 
lecting the duties now devolving upon 
him, and that, loo, without any considera­ 
ble extra expense*for clerk hire or office 
outfit. 
RAILROADS. 
The report of the Railroad Commission­ 
er is not published, and I am, therefore, 
without information as to the details of 
the work of that officer for the past year. 
It has not come to my knowledge that 
any serious complaints have been ,inadc 
against any of the railway companies doing 
business in this Slate. It is now conclus­ 
ively settled that the State has the right to 
regulate railroads and the managers of 
these great arteries of trade and commerce 
seem to be using their best endeavors to J 
give the least possible occa-ion lor the i 
State to exercise this right. 
i 
MILITIA. 
There has been expended for I he past 
fiscal year for military purposes, the sum I 
of $$,207 OO, and of this amount $5 400 OO 
was paid to the State militia for Teat ol 
armories, being at the rate of $300 lo ta d 1 j 
company. I consider a well regulated and 
properly disciplined militia as very essen- j 
till for the protection of lite and property. 
I therefore believe that the formation of 
military companies, and their or gaul zai ions 
into regiments and brigades shout! be sed­ 
ulously encouraged; that when thus or­ 
ganized they should bi furnished with the 
befit of modern arms, and required to meet 
for drill and inspection. 
I sincerely hope the day may never 
come when the civil authorities in \Viscon- 
•la will be obliged to call for miiiury ai- 
aiitance, but should that day arrive most 
deplorable consequences might result, ii 
there were not well disciplined ani prop­ 
erty armed militia to re-pond to such a 
call. I therefore bespeak your earnest co­ 
operation in this matter. 


SUPREME COURT. 
The adoption of 
the 
constitutional 
amendment increasing the number of As­ 
sociate Justices of the Supreme Court, will 
impose upon you the duty of providing 
for their election aud classification. It has 
been suggested to me, also, that with this 
increase in the number of Justices, the 
present accommodations for th’s court will 
be quite too limited, 
If upon proper in­ 
quiry you find such to be the case, I trust 
you will not neglect to provide the neces­ 
sary additional room. 
ITUBGEON BAY AND LAKE MICHIGAN CANAL 
The work of connecting the waters of 
Green Bay and Lake Michigan by a ship 
canal, and thereby materially decreasing 
the distance between the principal ports on 
Green Bay and Lake Michigan, as well as 
creating a mach needed and most available 
harbor of refuge, has been carried forward 
with energy during the past year. Al­ 
ready more than one-half of the entire 
work is completed, and the engineer assures 
me that the remaining portion will be fin­ 
ished within two years. 


|f e r b l e m i n d e d a n d i m b e c i l e . 
The last legislature directed the State 
Board of Charities and Reform to make 
certain investigations in regard to the ne­ 
cessity and practicability ol providing for 
the education of the feeble minded. The 
result of their labors will be laid before 
you. TLe State ba9 undertaken to provide 
for the blind, the deaf, the incorrigible and 
the insane, and no good reason appears 
for neglecting the feeble minded and the 
imbecile. Oiher States are meeting with 
very gratifying success in their endeavors 
to educate this class of unfortunates, and 
their experience should encourage us to 
take up this work as soon as possible.— 
The necessity for immediate action in this 
direction is not urgent in my judgment as 
in the case of the chronic insane, but at no 
distant day suitable provision should be 
made in their behalf. 


PRODUCTIVE INDUSTRIE" 
The “ facts and figures” herewith sub­ 
mitted may well impress upon our minds 
enlarged conceptions of the grave respon­ 
sibilities to which we h*ve been called by 
the suffrages of our fellow citizens. 
We 
have been accustomed to regard VVisconsin 
as only a growing Sixte. Ii is more than 
that—it is a great Slate. Its financial, ed­ 
ucational, penal and charitable allairs in­ 
volve the aonual collection and disburse­ 
ment of millions of dollars of rn >ney ; the 
support and care of thousands of schools; 
the detection and punishment of a long 
list of criminals; and the furnishing of 
food, shelter, cl uhing, instruction and ui« l- 
icaI attendance for the destitute, the unfor­ 
tunate and the afflicted. 
These are indeed noble themes upon 
which to dwell, calculated to arouse ana 
maintain a well founded Stite pride, and 
indicative of a healtuy, vigorous aud self 
perpetuating civilization, contemplating 
them, we should not forget, however, that 
it is to the productive iudustiics, to the ag­ 
riculturist, the manufacturer aud the mi­ 
ner, their allies and assistants, that we are 
most largely Indebted for what Weare, and 
that oar principal reliance under God is 
upon them lor continued prosperity and 
development as a State. Whatever tends, 
thercfortlore to the enlargement of Illest; 
industries, aud to the protection of the 
persons eng iged in them, should receive 
vour enccuram*ment and support. 
As contributing to the promotion of these 
ends, I recommend that suitable provision 
be made for the collection and publication 
of full aud accurate statistics ;u relation 
to all the great interest* oi the Stale, es­ 
pecially those connected with agriculture, 
which is, and lur many years must con­ 
tinue to be, the unw-t important imiu>try of 
the State, uot only as furnishing employ­ 
ment to the greatest number of individuals 
and utilizing in the aggregate the largest 
amount of capital, but upon its success de­ 
pends very largely the success of all other 
industries. 
Wnatevi r, therefore, the blate 
can do in disseminating information la re­ 
gard to the result' of improved process*^ 
in agriculture, an I to the rt iative profits 
derived Iruoi the different branches of this 
Industry, it is not only proper but impor­ 
tant that it should do so. The btate Agri- 
culturalfbociety was organized to assbt in 
the accomplishment of ihtse purposes, aud 
has rendered most efficient service in this 
direction. To enable it to continue its 
work in the future, I recommend that the 
usual appropriation be contlnutd and made 
permanent. 
THE CURRENCY. 
Int innately connected with btate no less 
than wan National prosperity. Is the mai­ 
ler of a found stable currency. It is the 


language of 
one of our 
most gifted 
aud profound statesmen, that ** a disorder - j 
cd currency is one of the greatest political 
evils. 
It undermine* the virtues neces* [ 
sary 
for 
the support ol 
the social j 
system aud encourages propensities de­ 
structive to its happiness. It war* against ! 
Industry, frugality ani economy, and It, 
fosters the evil spirits of extravagance and 
speciation. 
Of all the contrivances for , 
cheating the laboring classes of mankind ! 
none ha* been more effectual than that 
which deludes them with paper money. J 
This is the most effectual of inventions to j 
fertilize the rich man's field by the sweat of j 
the poor man's brow. 
Ordinary tyranny, 
oppression, excessive taxation—these bear i 
lightly on the happiness of the mass of the | 
community compared with fraudulent cur­ 
rencies and the robberies committed by de­ 
preciated paper. Our own history has re­ 
corded for our instruction enough and more 
than enough of the demoralizing tendency, 
the injustice and the intolerable oppression 
on the virtuous and well disposed, of a de­ 
graded paper currency, authorized by law 
or any way c mntenanced by Government'’ 
The road to a resumption of specie pay­ 
ments may be rough, but there are no 
sloughs therein, and now that we have so 
nearly reached the desired goal, every back­ 
ward step must be regarded a public calam­ 
ity. I do not, however, share in the opin­ 
ion which seems to obtain with some, that 
the remonetization of silver will be a back­ 
ward step, 
bilver may very properly and 
very honestly be used for coinage, and ll 
the present ratio with gold is not sufficient 
to insure the harmonious circulation of 
both metals, let the ratio be increased. 
The wise statesman seeks to find new 
markets and additional uses for all the pro­ 
ductions of bis country, because thereby 
profit accrues to the citizen, and the cottn- 
try is benefitted. 
The Luitcd estates is the 
great silver-producing nation of the world. 
Every legitimate U9e to which silver can 
be applied enhances its, value, and to that 
extcut adds to the wealth of the natioo. Its 
use as money is bom legitimate and prac­ 
ticable; the only conditions being that the 
relative values id fcilver and gold be duly 
preserved in the coinage, ani that the pro­ 
fits of coinage, if any, be reserved to the 
G o/eminent. 
SAVINGS BANES. 
Economy aud industry are reciprocal 
virtues, 
so 
that one 
cannot 
thrive 
unless accompanied by the other. Savings 
bank*, conveniently located, aud honestly 
aud t fficienlly managed, have hitherto been 
most powerful agents to engender habits 
of thrift, affording, as they do, reasonable 
assurance of siicty for deposits, and a 
moderate income therefrom. Such insti­ 
tutions eau not, however, be made sclf-sup- 
pnrfiog, except in the cities aud larger vil­ 
lages, aud, therefore, a large proportion of 
our people are denied the benefits to be de­ 
rived therefrom. The disastrous failures 
among sayings banks in some of our sister 
stales, during the p*ctyear, have furnished 
too convincing evidence that they are not 
always manage ! with that care and hon­ 
esty without which they are not entitled to 
confidence. 
I am, therefore, inclined to look with 
great favor upon the proposition to organ­ 
ize poftal savings banks, and in connection 
therewith, to issue a series of United 
States boul 
of such denominations and 
with such provision for d biri batlon and 
redemption that people of limned means 
may, if they desire, Invest their surplus 
earnings in government securities. 
It is 
impossible to over-estimate the value of a 
system which shall furnish to ail citizens 
convenient opportunity to deposit even 
small savings with assurance of absolute 
safety aud some increase,—independent of 
the incidental advantage ol distributing a 
further portion of our public indebtedness 
among our own people. 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 
During the year just closed, republican 
institutions aul the permanency of our gov­ 
ernment was subjected to new and unex­ 
pected trials. 
For the first time in our 
history, the question aa to who was legally 
elected President was left in great uncer­ 
tainty. 
The politicil campaign had been 
one of unexampled activity and enthusi­ 
asm, and it should occasion no surprise 
that men formed opinions and were gov­ 
erned more by prejudice thau reason. The 
experiences of other nations under some­ 
what similar circumstances were well cal­ 
culated tc inspire grave concern in the 
minds of all reflecting men. 
It was there­ 
fore not without reason that the action of 
Congress in organizing the Electoral Com­ 
mission was hailed by the great majority 
of the patriotic citizens a9 a beneficent de­ 
liverance from great peril. They felt that 
It was vastly Important that some settle­ 
ment should be had under the forms of law, 
which all good citizens could accept and 
recognize as conclusive. A decision was 
rendered, and it became the duty of every 
citizen to accept it and abide thereby. Any 
attemp. therefore, to throw discredit upon 
the decision made or to impugu the mo­ 
tives or iutezrity ol any of the eminent 
gentlemen composing that tribunal tends 
to weaken the public respect for law, and 
should be unreservedly discountenanced. 
No little uneasiness is felt in regard to 
the possibility of a recurrence of circum­ 
stances similar to those which necessitated 
the appointment of the Electoral Com­ 
mission, and I doubt not you will agree 
with mc in the expression of the opinion 
that it is the imperative duty of Congress 
to provide such methods of procedure for 
conducting (alure presidential elections as 
will allow the will of the people to be both 
freely and fairly expressed at the ballot 
box and, as thus expressed, ascertained 
with certainty and without a suspicion of 
tear, favor, or hope of reward. 


CONCLUSION. 
I Should be doing myself injustice to 
close this c immunicAtion without an ex­ 
pression of my earnest conviction that the 
f»re*i lent of the I uiici States, with tile 
purest and highest rn Hives, is striving to 
execute the high trusts committed to him 
in th** interests of the whole people, and 
that in 
the effort* he has made for 
the pacification of the south, the correct­ 
ness ot abuses In the civil service, and a 
return to a stable currency, he is peculiar­ 
ly entitled to the generous and discrimi­ 
nating confidence of bis fellow citizens. 
Yielding to no man in devotion to the 
p u ty o f my choice, I nevertheless mast 
I heartily subscribe to the maxim that he 
I serves bi* party best who serves hiscoun- 
! try beet. Guide I by the spirit of this max­ 
im, which is only let* applicable in Male 
thau in national nliairs, your labor here, as 
legislators, cannot be otherwise than pleas­ 
ant to yourselves aud satisfactory to your 
coufetitueut*. Guided by it, my constant 
purpose will be t * co-operate wi*h you to 
advance and protect a l the varied interests 
of Wisconsin ane ber people.

To the EPH or: 
I noticed in your issue of December 29, 
1877, a piece headed, “Early Times in Wis­ 
consin,” which was taken from a book 
written by U. A. Tenney. 
The writer 
asks “who but the pioneer remembers the 
old st8gc coach r” He also speaks of the 
number of houses between Madison aud 
Johnson’s Mills— now Watertown—in pio­ 
neer days. 
As an early pioneer I do not remember 
when the first stage coaches were put upon 
the roads between Milwaukee aud Madi­ 
son. I remember very plainly, however, 
what took place in pioneer life before such 
coaches could be introduced. As I under­ 
stand pioneering, it is to go before and pre 
pare the way, and the duties of pioneers in 
Southern Wisconsin had been well per­ 
formed before stage coaches appeared. 
II you will allow me space.I will tell your 
readers a little ot what early pioneering was 
and when it was, as I know from personal 
experience. I landed in Milwaukee, Juoe 
ll, 1837. There was not a road cut through 
the Milwaukee roads in any direction ; the 
underbrush was cut cut, and the trees blaz­ 
ed for a guide through the woods. 
Not a 
frame house was built between Beloit and 
Green Bay, in the valley of Rock River. 
Not a saw mill was rucning. Not a bridge 
spanned Rock River in Wisconsin, nor 
wa9 
there a terry to cross the same. 
The 
few 
who 
crossed 
the 
river 
used rudely constructed log rafts, or found 
a fording place 
There were but few fam­ 
ilies in the valley of Rock river, but there 
was plenty ot pioneer work to be done, es 
pecially in the timber land, where my lot 
happened to be Cist. A saw mill wai 
built during the winter and spring of 30 
and '37, and sawing was commenced about 
the midilc ot Juue, at Bark River,—now 
Hebron,—Jefferson county. A house was 
built there in Juue, ’37, also a scow, to be 
used for a ferry at Jefferson. The scow was 
loaded with lumber and taken to Jefferson, 
where a house was built in July, or a little 
later. Mr. Jaues, of Janesville, in July or 
August, of the same year, bought 0,00J feet 
of the lumber to take to Janesville. Messrs. 
Hamilton A Brewer bought some to take 
to Whitewater prairie. A ferry scow was 
built and taken to Ft. Atkinson, and lum­ 
ber was soon seen floating down the ryrer, 
to be used in building houses. Few bouses 
were built in 1337, as the lumber,—green 
oak and barwood,—was worth twenty dol­ 
lars per thousand feet, and the people were 
poor. Milwaukee was the nearest postof­ 
fice. All provisions were brought from 
the east or south. Flour on Rock river 
was worth $22. and pork $44 per barrel, 


mg the winter and spring oi ’33 aud ’39, 
the United States government opened a 
territorial road from Milwaukee to Midi 
son, cutting It four rods wide, through all 
he timber, making bridges across small 
streams, aud building miles of causeways , 
over marshes. This road was a Utile north 
of Prairie Village to Oconomowoc, cross-! 
mg Rock river at Johnsou’s Creek, and the 
Crawfish at Aztalan. 
Tao writer drove ■ 
the first team, (ayoke oi fcoxeu) over this I 
road, from Johnson s Creek to Milwaukee, 
aud bought a load of provisions, I believe ;

The road was not all clear of tree? in i 
goiog in,and I ha J to pts* around through 
the woods in many placoe. Oa my return J 
with my load the coast was clear aud it I 
was a great Contrast to my first trip rn 
June, 1837, wr»ea I followed a blazed line I 
twenty miles on foot. 
In 1840, Goy. Dodge called for vol un 
teer mounted rill -men to help remove tho 
Winnebago Indians, ti tao reservations 
west cl the Mississippi, as lucy had threat 
ened to resist the regular troop*. 
The 
writer volunteered to help perform such 
service, and was appointed Lieutenant, 
which commission I still hold, but have 
never since been called upou to show any 
valor, and so get into history. 
But I must stop writing of pioneer life, 
or I shall never reach the luxury of stage 
coaches. 
I will only add that between *1^37 and 
1840, roads were opened in all directions 
from Milwaukee. Bridges were built, for 
ries established, miles of causeway built, 
aad many of them leveled off by chinking 
with small poles, and in niauv places cow 
ered with dirt. 
Ail was ready for mail route?, stage- j 
coaches, aud brisk emigration 
The Indi* ] 
ans were west of the Mississippi; mills ! 
were built; lumber was reduced in price ! 
from twenty to ten dollars, per thousand 
fee:; flour from twenty two to ten dollars 
per barrel; pork from forty-four and forty- 
six dollar to fifteen dollars or less ; potatoes 
from three dollars to twenty-five cents per 
bushel. Pioneers could lay by their tools, 
aud enjoy the fruits of their labor by sec - 
ng Wisconsin fill up, improve and become 
one of the best states in the Union, and all 
in the short space of about forty years.
